reports  about  Protestant  persecu¬ 
tion  in  Colombia  are  true  (2)  that 
the  Roman  Catholic  Church  in  Co¬ 
lombia  is  responsible  (or  it;  and 
(3)  that  the  hundreds  of  incidents 
of  Protestant— not  political— per¬ 
secution  there  since  1949  constitute 
one  of  the  most  serious  violations 
Of  human  rights  in  modern  his¬ 
tory.  The  situation  in  Colombia 
makes  the  much-publicised  pee 
secutions  in  Spain  seem  mild  as  a 
May  breeze. 

Why  did  one  mission  group  in 
Colombia— the  Gospel  Missionary 
Union— lose  twenty  local  churches 
In  three  years?  Why  did  Roman 
priests  lead  mobs  in  the  stoning 
of  big  city  Protestant  churches? 
Why  have  Evangelicals  lost  more 
than  $400,000  worth  of  church  and 
personal  property  in  the  past 
year?  Why  have  hundreds  of  thou¬ 
sands  of  Catholics  left  their 
churches?  Why  are  many  Ameri¬ 
cas  Catholics  in  Colombia  embar¬ 
rassed  and  evasive  about  their 
church?  Why  cant  many 
Protestants  even  be  buried  in  fam¬ 
ily-owned  land  in  p  a  b  1  i  c  ceme¬ 
teries?  The  answers  be  in  the 
nature  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  of  Colombia,  which  is— as 
One  of  the 


its  campaign  against  Protesant- 
ism,  however,  it  has  managed 
only  to  strengthen  Protestantism  in 
the  past  four  years. 

Sooner  or  later,  the  pressure  of 
public  opinion  from  Protestants 
throughout  the  world  will  force 
an  end  to  this  unnatural,  unholy 
way  of  rescuing  a  lost  era.  A  priest 
in  Segovia,  Antioquia,  said  foir 
years  ago,  “We  know  we  cant 
stop  the  Protestants,  but  we  must 
put  fear  into  the  people  so  that 
I  they  will  stay  away  from  the 
Protestants.”  Nc  amount  of  per¬ 
secution  wfll  ever  make  that  wish 
come  true  in  Colombia.  But  for 
the  widows,  the  beaten,  the  home¬ 
less,  and  the  maligned,  the  way  of 
the  Cross  is  cruel.  We  must  not 
ask  them  to  hear  that  Cross  alone.

In  Cali, 
in  southern  Colombia,  the  assist¬ 
ant  governor  of  the  state  told  a 
Protestant  minister  that  Roman¬ 
ism  was  the  “official  religion”  of 
the  conservatives.

Ever  since  the  days  of  the  Span¬ 
ish  conquistadors,  Colombia — with 
its  great  cnountains  and  flat,  hot 
river  valleys — has  been  tightly 
bound  to  Spanish  culture  and  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church.  Colombia 
is  intensely  religions,  but,  as  -  a

al  says,  “It  is  not  Christian.”  Of 
the  nation’s  some  11,000,000  in¬ 
habitants,  at  least  10,500,000  are 
claimed  as  members  of  the

ably  true  if  one  counts 
Catholic  baptism  certificates  in 
circulation. 

But  today,  thar#  ara — at  most — 
only  about  2.501,000  who  could  bo 
called  practicing  Roman  Catholics 
— tho  onos  who  go  to  mass  and 
confession  regularly.  Of  this  group, 
only  400,000  at  most  are  man.  In 
this  group  are  soma  3,000  priests. 
Easily  350  of  this  total  are  Span¬ 
ish,  mostly  from  the  Augustiman, 
passionist,  and  Capuchin  orders. 
This  compares  with  about  210  for¬ 
eign  Protestant  missionaries.  The 
rest  of  the  ton  and  a  half  million 
are  nominal — If  anything. 

In  addition  are  the  some  27,- 
000  members  of  t  h  e  Protestant 
community  (communicant  mem¬ 
bers  and  those  who  attend  Evange 
Beal  churches);  some  5,000  South¬ 
ern  Baptists  and  Adventists 
(who  do  not  consider  themselves 
Protestant);  around  45,000  Com¬ 
munists  and  sympathizers;  and 
Jews,  Orthodox,  and  atheists. 

With  more  than  four  centuries  of 
control  in  Colombia,  the  Roman 
Church,  despite  its  recent  inability 
to  hold  members,  is  still  the  great¬ 
est  single  landholder  and  “t  b  e 
best  business  in  Colombia.”  The 
income  of  the  church  runs  into 
millions  of  pesos  and  probably  tops 
that  of  the  greatest  commercial 
enterprise,  Bavaria  Beer.  The 
church  is  recognized  as  the  of¬ 
ficial  religion  of  Colombia  through 
a  Concordat  with  the  Vatican.  The 
nation's  most  recent  Constitution

But  Colombia— its  peo¬ 
ple  and  its  institutions — c  an  no 
longer  be  feudal.  The  virtually  in¬ 
accessible  landlocked  cities  like 
Bogota,  Medellin,  Bucaramanga, 
and  Cali  have  been  opened  to  the 
world  by  the  airplane.  The  ma¬ 
chines  and  ideas  of  the  twentieth 
century  are  there  to  stay.  A  new 
middle  class  is  a  borning,  full  of 
new  ideas,  and  a  majority  o  (the 
people  has  found  fifteenth-century 
Romanism  badly  wanting. 

Some  of  the  trouble  is  political. 
Many  of  the  people  of  Colombia 
cannot  forget  the  church’s  part  in 
the  bloody  uprising  in  Bogota  on 
April  9,  1948,  when  priests  were 
seen  machine-gunning  crowds 
from  the  top  ef  church  towers. 
The  majority  of  the  people  also  do 
not  seem  to  agree  with  the  poli¬ 
cies  of  the  party  that  the  Roman 
Church  supports.  At  least  30.008 
people  have  been  killed  since  April 
9,  1948,  in  strictly  political  fight¬ 
ing.

A  Catholic  can  get  mar¬ 
ried  in  a  week;  Protestants  are 
lucky  if  they  make  it  in  two 
months.  Priests  also  have  to 
okay  all  applications  for  burial 
certificates  in  “public”  cemeteries. 

The  various  Colombian  govern¬ 
ments  (nationa,  state,  and  local) 

I  give  grants  to  Catholic  church 
construction  and  levy  no  building 
taxes.  For  street  repairs  or  sew¬ 
age,  no  municipal  assessments  are 
usually  made  on  church  property. 
Protestants  have  to  pay  both 
building  taxes  and  full  municipal 
assessments 

Priests  are  exempt  from  civil 
law,  but  are  accountable  to  ec¬ 
clesiastical  courts.  As  far  as  I 
know,  priests  have  never  been  im¬ 
prisoned,  indicted,  or  disciplined 
by  these  courts  for  acts  they  them¬ 
selves  committed  or  have  had 
committed  against  Protestants. 
The  government  has  taken  steps 
in  civil  courts  against  mayors  and 
police  in  some  cases  of  Protestant 
►  persecution,  but  the  great  major¬ 
ity  of  cases  has  never  been  re- 
i  ported  or  prosecuted.  The  politics 
\  of  the  Roman  Church  is  conserva- 
i  tire  and  definitely  hostile  to  the 


Church’s  intense  end  long  -  Kvod 
hotrod  of  Protostents.  From  tho 
first  pastoral  letter  excommuni¬ 
cating  all  who  rood  the  Protestant 
Bible  (1$S4)  to  a  priest  -  led  at¬ 
tack  on  a  Protestant  church 
in  Barbosa  on  Easter  Sunday,  1752, 
the  hierarchy  has  constantly  bod- 
gored  the  Protestants.  With  change 
in  government  in  tho  late  ’4f  *, 
plus  the  fact  that  the  Protestant 
missionary  force  more  than  daub 
led  in  1941-47,  the  Roman  church 
felt  it  could  move  out  into  tho

Golden  Opportunity

Bethany  Baptist  Church,  on  the 
Pearl  River  Choctaw  Indian  Agen¬ 
cy  near  Philadelphia,  was  destroy¬ 
ed  by  fire  believed  to  have  been 
started  by  lightning  early  Friday 
morning,  June  20.

A  small  sign 
with  the  name  of  your  church  and 
an  arrow  pointing  out  the  proper 
direction  is  always  helpful.  Use 
as  many  of  these  arrows  as  is  nec¬ 
essary  to  properly  locate  your 
church. 

3.  A  CHURCH  SIGN  OR  BULLE¬ 
TIN  BOARD:  After  you  have  di¬ 
rected  the  visitor  to  the  location  of 
the  church  be  sure  that  you  prop¬ 
erly  identify  the  building.  This  can 
be  done  by  .greeting  an  attractive 
but  not  "gaudy”  sign  on  the  church 
building  or  placing  it  somewhere 
on  the  property.  The  church  can 
be  identified  by  the  use  of  a  bulle¬ 
tin  board,  preferably  lighted  so  it 
can  be  easily  detected  at  night. 

4.  LOCAL  DIRECTORIES:  An¬
